A VOICE FROM THE WEST.—NO. 3. 


In my last communication, I exhibited some statis- 
tics in relution to the population of the Valley of the 
Mississippi. ‘The following remarks are from Mr. 
Darhy’s “ View of the United States.” 

“ There is another and a momentous point of view 
in which the population of the United States may be 
placed ; that is, the certain change of the seat of pow- 
er, by the motion of the ceutral turee, from the Atlan- 
tic Slope into the central Valley. With every ration- 
a) deduction, the capabilities of the interior section to 
sustain population exceed that of the Atlantic Slope 
as four to one. How rapidly the political importance 
of the central Valley is advancing may be seen by the 
follow'ng table”: 

[This table is arranged in a different order from that of 
Mr. Darby, Western Pennsylvania and Western Virginia are 
added, and Alabama and Michigan left cut. The census of 
1830 is also added, giving three terms, or 30 years, as the basis 
of calculation for the future.]

Adding to the territory embraced within these 
States, that portion of Alabama, whose waters pass 
direct into the Mississippi, the Territory of Wisconsin, 
the habitable regions to the North and West of Mis- 
souri, and we have an area of not less than 750,000 
square miles. The present population as estimated in 
my last communication, (deducting 50,000 for a mis- 
take in Mississippi,) is 4,160,000, or only a distributive 
population of five and half persons to.a square mile. 
Of exhaustless fertility, and containing less waste land, 
probably, than auy country of equal extent on the 
globe, it must exceed my estimate in fifty years. Let 
it only equal Massachusetts in population, and it con. 
tains 60,000,000. Let it reach to the aggregate popu- 
lation of England and Wales, and its census will be 
160,000,000. Let it march ferward to the density of | 
Ireland or Netherlands, and it teems with human be- | 
ings to the number of 175,C00,000! 

And what is to prevent this gravitating force west- | 
ward? When ardent spins are banished from our | 
country, luxuries are suppressed, asystem of education 
adopted equally ce!culated to give bealth and vigor to 
the animal as well as the meatal nature of man, vice | 
aud imprudent habits, now the canses of almost every 
premature death, giving place to virtue, sobriety, and 
healthful labour, what is to retard this onward and up- 
ward growth of the “Great Valley?” Why should 
not its populazion increase fur a century to come with 
a ratio equal to half a century past? 

But the use I shall make of these evidences of the 
giant growth of this Valiey, isto enforce the necessity 
of immediate, enlarged and systematic efforts to dif- 
fuse the principles of the gospel, and imbue the cha- 
racter of the present and future population with these 
principles. For as the habits and feelings of the pre- 
sent generation and the one that will immediately 
follow, are formed, such will be the character of the 
unborn millions that will come afier us. They will 
receive an impression for good or for evil from the 
efforts of the present age. This fact needs no illus- 
tration or proof to any person who has reflected upon 
the incipient formation of national character, and the 
apparently small and remote causes, which operate 
with overwhelming force, and increased augmentation 
in after generations. The character and habits of 
New England is a complete illustration.

j man beings; and that State has always becn prompt in her 
| measures to suppress this enormity. And when her efforts 
failed to root out the evil, she has exerted herself to miti- 
Lewe it. 

Twenty-one of the States have expressed their approba- 
tion of the Colonization Scciety, and have recommended its 
object to the patronage of the national government. Among 
these States are Georgia, Kentucky, Virginia, Maryland, and 

| some other slave holding States, as well as the Eastern.— 
| The whole community is daily becoming more and more ac- 
quainted with the evils attendant on slavery, and are uniting 
their strength and wisdom. to banish it from the world.— 
There is not that difference of sentiment between slave own- 
ers and other men, when they sit down to discuss the sub- 
ject in a calm, dispassionate way, that has generally been 
supposed. Slavery must come to an end gradually in the 
United States, and if the system of colonizing could go on 
as rapidly as it might with safety, there would not be a slave 
in the Union at the end of fifty vears.”’

Waste, did 
we say? Can we be so blind to our interests as to 
employ one millicn in making beggars and maniacs, 
and in scattering devastation throughout our land ? 

We are harping on the evils of the Tariff, and on 
the enormous amount paid to our over-grown Legis- 
lature; but what are these tothe sum demanded by 
our artificial appetites? Burthensome as is the ‘Tariff, 
it does not tax us a million annually ; the yearly mil- 
lion for spirits would sustain our Legislature, unwieldy 
as it is, 11 or 12 years. 

Is there a Christian, is there a philanthropist, who 
will not lend his name and influence to prevent the 
unnumbered evils which alcohol produces? When 
the subject is properly understood, we trust not one.

Pious Christians [in England and America] imagine, that 
it would be a great blessing to France if Catholicism could 
be at once abolished. They listen with joy to the news 
that the Catholic church has lest power. I appreciate these 
sentiments and this joy; but they rest upon a false founda- 
tion. Christians of the United Statesand of Great Britain, 
suppose without doubt that if the French were not Catholics 
they would become Protestants, that if they quitted Rome 
and the Pope, it would be to go to Jesus Christ; that, as at 
the time of the Reformation, when they left one church they 
would enter another. But it is not so. The {French who 
have ceased to be Catholics are not reformed Christians; 
they are infidels. They*do not. go from Rome to Jesus 
Christ; they become skeptics, so that I do not see what 
Christianity could gain, at present, should France cease to 
be Catholic. If our country ean have some millions less of 
Catholics only by having some millions more/6f infidels, I 
shoud prefer that things should remain as they are.

4. The west of France.

The i- 
cism of the French in the west resembles that of the Irish. It 
shows itself in strict obedience to the priests and in a great 
veneration for relics,.places of pilgrimage, &c.

TEMPLE OF JAGGERNATH. 

Ata meeting of the Royal Asiatic Society of Lon- 
don, December 3, a description of the Hindu temple 
of Jaggernat’h, communicated by Colonel Gilbert, was 
read. It is contained in a letter, dated “ Pooree, 27th 
October. 1827,” addressed to Colonel G. by Mr. F. 
Mansbach, collector of the government-tax at that 
place. Besides an acconnt of the buildings of the tem- 
ple itself, the establishment of priests, &c. the letter 
details the ceremony of the Rat’h Jatra, or car-festival, 
one of the greatest feasts observed at Jaggernar’h.— 
The temple was erected hy Rajah Anund Bhim Deo, 
and completed A. D. 1198. All the land within 20 
miles of the temple is considered holy ; but the most 
sacred part is inclosed with a wall, about twenty- 
four feet in height, forming nearly a square of 676 by 
660 feet. About fifty temples are included within this 
area; the most conspicuous is a lofty tower 2C0 feet 
high and twenty-eight feet square inside, with two 
stone buildings having pyramidal roofs adjoining.— 
At least 3,600 families of, priests and others compose 
the establishment for the service of the idol,besides 400

From the different visible appearances of the work, 
we cannot, I know, always determine the fesult. 
These will not enable us to decide on the amount of 
good. What seems in the time of it very t, comes 
short in the end, of our expectations. But I think I 
have J-arnt that the latter appearance above mentiop- 
ed is the most desirable. There have been awful de- 
fections among those who expressed hope in the times 
first referred to;—not so many, in proportion to the 
number, in the second, and stil lens in thé third. At

Died in Reading, Feb. 11, widow Racnwet Perkins, aged 
76. In early life, Mrs. Perkins made a profession of religion, 
without knowing much of its requirements, and nothing of 
its power. She joined the Congregational Church in Mid- 
dleton, the place of her nativity, and had her children chtis- 
tened, as the custom wes, and for many years rested satisfied, 
because she thought she had performed her duty. In this 
state she continued, until one of her children became hope- 
fully pious, and was about uniting with a Baptised Church.— 
When informed of this, she replied with her usual sweet- 
ness, “ My love, F have brought you up thus far, and have 
done for you, what I have been taught to eonsider a paren- 
tal and Christian duty ; if, however, you are convinced that 
‘Infant sprinkling is unscriptural,’ be sure and do what 
truth and conscience dictate.’’-She observed to a friend, 
that “she wished ‘to say more, but did not know what to 
say to one who had prayerfully examined the subject, and 
who was moved to obedience by the example of Christ.” 
It was evident, that a great moral change had been wrought 
upon the heart because the fruits of holiness adorned the life 
of her once thoughtless child. This circumstance led her to 
self-examination, and to a candid, prayerful and diligent stu- 
dy of the Bible. She was greatly alarmed at the discovery 
that she had no religion. Naturally amiable, and having cul- 
tivated in an eminent degree, all those virtues which enrich 
and beautify the character of woman, she hoped to merit 
heaven.

death-bed of Voltaire, which to this hour, in 
spite of well-proved facts, infidel writers” main- 
tain, was calm and philosophical.

About the end of 1776, a few months after the 
historian’s death, a respectable looking woman, 
dressed in black, came into the Haddington stage 
coach while passing through Edinburgh. 

“The conversation among the passengers, 
which had been interrupted for a few minutes, 
wasspeedily resumed, which the lady soon found 
to he regarding the state of mind persons were 
in at the prospect of death.

‘Madam,’ replied the gen- 
tleman, ‘I presume I have as good information 
as you can have on this subject. and. I believe 
that what.T have asserted regarding Mr. Hume 
has never before been called in question.’ The 
lady continued: ‘Sir, I was Mr. Hume’s house- 
keeper for many years, and was with him in his 
last moments; and the mourning ‘TI now wear 
was a present from his relatives for my attention 
to him on his death-bed; and happy would I 
have been if T could have borne my testimony 
to the inistaken opinion that has gone abroad 
of his peaceful and composed end. TJ have, sir, 
never tili this hour opened my mouth on this 
subject ; but I think it a pity the world should 
he kept in the dark on so interesting a topic. 
It is true, sir, that when Mr. HWume’s friends 
were with him, he was cheerful, and seemed 
quite uncoygerned about his approaching fate ;

COLUMBIAN COLLEGE. 

This institution has a delightful and com- 
manding site, on the high range of ground north 
of Washington city, a mile from the President’s 
house, and two and a half from the capitol. 
While it looks down from its elevated position, 
on nearly the whole of the district, it holds with- 
in its widely extended prospect many highly in- 
teresting points in the surrotnding parts of 
Maryland and Virginia. The view from the 
roof of the college edifice is thought to be rarely 
surpassed. To the west of the Potomac isseen 
coming out from behind the high grounds amid 
which, Georgetown is so beautifully situated, 
presenti@g at mid-day, as it moves down to the 
Chesapeake with the proud tribute of its waters, 
the appearance of a dazzling maze of liquid sil- 
ver, an object, to a poetic mind at least, of sur- 
passing beauty. To the north and east, distant 
points of Maryland are seen “rob’d in their az- 
ure hue,” and farther south, the eastern branch 
at intervals relieves the prospect of forest and 
cultivated grounds, before it mingles with the 
Potomac. Directly to the south, on the ample 
plain between the Potomac and the eastern 
braneh,stands the metropolis of our Union. The 
President's splendid mafision nearly in the me- 
ridian of the college edifice, the capitol on a 
rising ground some degrees to the east. Fort 
Washington, sixteen miles below, in a clear at- 
mosphere, is distinetly seen. Over the Potomac, 
the trees of mount Vernon rise in view, to mark 
the long hallowed spot where sleeps the “ Fath- 
er of iis country ;’—higher up, Alexandria, tle 
Episcopal theological seminary, and Arlington 
house, are conspicuous objects :—this part of the 
prospect, especially on a summer’s eve, assumes 
a peculiarly grand and lovely aspect. Every 
green clad tree seems in solemn stillness to look 
upon the sun sublimely sinking in the west.— 
The natural scenery of the district, heightened 
in its effect by the seat of government, has much 
to awaken the enthusiasm, and to charm the 
imagination of the scholar.
